for smoking and chewing purposes during 
the past four centuries. They contracted the 
habit from n raco which, as far as history 
and trad.tiou teach us, wero remarkable for 
their vigor of body and mind as well, nnd as 
far as we know, wero an unusually lonjr lived 
people. In tho time that wo havo been using 


u.» jaco has in an°yToy"detenorawVb'ut 
on the contrary, It Is abundantly shown that 
tho average duration of lifo has increased 
nearly 50 per cent 


There is no evidence to show that in this 


time the raco has been more subject to dis- 
ease, but rather that they are less so. There 
Is no evidence to show that the raco has lost 
anything in its intellectual activity; but on 
tho contrary, it has beon a time of most mar- 
velous fecundity in all that is great in litera- 
ture. Dr Bosunth, while not advocating tho

Mr. Cliarlcs A. Dana, of Tlio New York 
Sun. Tlioy consist of thirty-three private 
loiters written by Horace Orceley to Mr. 
D; ma. 
A t that time Dana was managing 


editor of The Tribune. The letters refer 
largely to the conduct and policy of the 
pa per. Thoy range over the years 1855 to 
1H.19. All but threo are written from 
Washington. Oroeloy was there as the 
correspondent of his own paper. 


Ho scemi to have disliked Washington, 


and npcaka of it as "this, hole." In his 
first letter ho says: "Living here is lior- 
ril.ly dear for those who have to see peo- 
plo." This sounds strange, because in 
our time Washington is the cheapest 
lurge city to live in in the United States. 
Iii the letters crop out tlio same honesty 
of purpose, the same vigorous English 
tliut gave the sledgehammer blows of 
Tlie Tribune editorial page. lie nays of 
ona of the paper's hirelings: 


AJ to old McRen, I think we mny a> well let him 


ha-e bill 10a week for a fo«r w«ek« yet, though 
I cant Uia him.. I wouldn't mind ate being a 
gMilua, If bo was not afoot He has no Idea of 
koefllpg hla mouth abut, but tellfl everybody ho to 
eonwcted with Tin Tribune, but doesn't golta 
imift, etc. !!» annoys mu to the amount of $10 
IXT week at leaat; but let him wait a little. 


Of Washington and congress he writes:

The Tribune was a very groat power 


In the land in those days. It was the 
head and front of tho little party that 
»'iu» trying to organize itself against sla- 
very, and its utterances were looked for 
dully with eagerness by both its friends 
and its enemies. Like great editors in 
all times, Qrceley was held responsible 
for every word in his paper. Ho was 
turiiuuiiuu wuii viuiuuuu uiiO a^uii* «***i 
ous times during 1855-0. 


In January, 1850, he writes to Dana: 
V.terj traitor and lolf seeker hates mo with a 


demoniac hatred, which Is perpetually bursting 
out. Lastly your friend, Judge Sliaukland, jten- 
enU of the Kansas volunteers, lias notified mo 
Dint he shall cowhide mo (for ruduuewi In ref us- 
liik' to be further bored hy him) tho first time ho 
catches me In public. Now, I nm u liator of uov- 
elljr and never liml any taste for bclii^ cowhldcd, 
cowlild or cowhlddeu, or whatever tlio past pnr- 
tir)|ile of the active verb used by Gen. Shanklaud 
may lie; but he Is short of funds, and 1 could not 
think of putting him to tho trouble of chasing mo 
a!) over Uie country, so 1 shall stay hero for tho 
IUUBOUL I trust the man of whom he buys the 
cowbldu will know blin well enough not to sell it 
on licit. 


Once ho was actually assaulted by Air. 


liiist. Dana copied into Tho Tribune ex- 
tracts from other papers, showing the 
outrageous character of the attack. 
Thereupon Greeloy writes to him:

The letters show Urculcy oftentimes 


worried, sometimes furious, and at times 
almost wild, '.t was during the long and 
tedious contest that ended in tho election 
of Banks to the spcakcrship in tho win- 
ter of 1800. Oreeley was then working 
v ith might and main for Dunks. Cajol- 
ery, argument, persuasion, every known 
inducement was used to win over ml lie 
runts to tho Dunks party. Sometimes a 
member would be' recalcitrant. Then 
Greeley would attack him in the paper. 
Alter a tluiti lie would yield, and he won 
for Banks. Not knowing this, Mr. Dana 
at home, perhaps, would continue to stab 
him artistically in the paper. Ho would 
see this and fly into a rage, curse Tho 
Tribune, and swear he would never vote 
for Banks. Greeley In despair would 
write: . 


Dana—I shall have to quit here or die unless you 


stop Mucking people without consulting me. 


After the election of Banks, Oreeley 


writes of somebody who Is probably still 
alive, as Mr. Dana does not give his 
dome: 


may bo as great a rascal as be la repre- 


sented; If so, 1 begin to see the utility of rawaja 
In the general economy of UISBKS. Banks would 
Surer have been elected without him. He con 
tell you a story as Interesting as the Arabian 
K If hu, and a great deal truer. He has done more

It is odd to note the uncertainty and 


slowness of the mails between New York 
and Washington thirty years ago. We 
note, too, that Oreeley was anxious and 
felt ill used as a callow beginner in jour- 
nalism when his letters were not printed 
immediately. One ol his maxims was 
tills: "Never waste ammunition on those 
who have already committed suicide." 


Oreeley wroU of the paper's southern 


policy: 


I charge you above all things not to allow any- 


thing u> fret in which seems Impelled by hatred of 
the soul* or a desire to humiliate that section. 


One of the letters begins: "Dana, for 


God's sake, speak the truth to me."

Ho will cat noth- 
ing in which blood must be shed to give 
him food.

The vegetarian claims for his diet su- 


periority in three respects. First, that 
of health; second, cheapness; third, mer- 
cifulness to the brute creation. An old 
man recently died in a western city at 
the ago of 82, who for forty years had 
not lusted flesh. He had a complexion 
liko :i girl's, without a wrinkle. Until 
within a few days of his death ho at- 
tended to business regularly, and he 
never was ill till ho had the ailment that 
ended his life. He attributed his health 
to his using no meat or tea or coffee. 
Dr. B. W. Richardson says in his lectures 
that there is far more nourishment in a 
pound of wheat than in a pound of meat. 


Beet Root Sugar. 


The beet root sugar industry has be- 


come one of the most interesting of mod- 
ern times. Germany takes the lead in 
the production, raising annually 1,115,- 
000 tons. All tho beet root sugar pro- 
duced annually in the world is 2,546,000 
tons. Of cane sugar there is made an- 
nually 2,260,000 tons, so that more than 
half tho sugar consumed is now made 
from tho saccharine beet. 


The success that has attended this in- 


dustry has only been gained after a cen- 
tury of failure. Tho chief progress has 
been made within the last twenty years, 
and is distinctively a triumph for German 
agricultural chemistry. 
The German 


government offered bounties to capitalists 
who would start factories and encouraged 
the farmer in various ways to cultivate 
the root Today the German farmer ob- 
tains three times the profit from the 
sugar beet that ho does from his grain 
crop. 


In tho United States the sugar beet 


crop brings in $80 to the aero, while the 
grain crop averages only $13 to the 
acre. Tho beet has been found 'pecu- 
liarly adapted to our northern states. 
when not planted too near the sea coast. 
It hns been found to rotate admirably 
with grain crops—grain crops two years. 
then tho third year the sugar beet. 
Each seems somehow to add to the soil 
what the other takes from it. In order 
to be perfectly successful the sugar fac- 
tory and the beet plantations should be 
near together. A mixed soil, long, mod- 
crate summer and regular rainfall fur- 
nish the best conditions.

Too Many Lawyers. 


In the United States there are 70,000 


lawyers, about one lawyer to every 900 
inhabitants. In France there Is only one 
lawyer to over 6,000 people. In Ger- 
many the proportion is •about the same 
as In France. 


Mr. David Dudley Field, now past 80 


years old, is of opinion that many of the 
disreputable practices alleged against 
lawyers are due to the fact that the pro- 
fession is overcrowded. They must do 
things not strictly in the line of profes- 
sional honor, quit the profession 
or 


starve. There are so many of them that 
competition has given rise to the prac- 
tice of soliciting business. Law offices 
often now have their regular professional 
drummers, like hotels or railway lines. 
In case of scandalous stories getting into 
publication about difficulties Jbetween 
married people, these drummers have 
been known to call on the injured hus- 
band or wife and offer to obtain a di- 
vorce with neatness and dispatch.

Myra Ckivk Gaines herself died, 80 years 
old, with the vast lawsuit still on hoi 
hands. It was inherited by her daughter- 
in-law, who went on with-tlio fight, am 
has brought it (o a final conclusion in 
favor of tliu deceased Mrs. Gaines. 
The 


daughter-in-law is the only surviving 
relative among all those- interested. 


The case has been tried ten times ovei 


in the various courts. Mrs. Guines in hei 
lifetime obtained part of the property. 
The last decision gives tohcrcstutu more 
than half a million additional. The law- 
yers* fees will probably mako short work 
of this. 


An Unsung Martyr. 


The most heroic life of modern times 


endud rocc-iitly at Kalawao, Sandwic! 
Islands. 
It requires a high order ol 


human courage to face sudden death. 
But to face knowingly such a death as 
the one which at histclosed the lifoabore 
named requires courage superhuman. In 
ISTIi Father Daniien, a wealthy, highly 
cultured Belgian priest, in the flowei 
of young manhood, suddenly appeared 
on Molukai, the island of lepers in the 
Hawaiian group. There were blG of these 
forsaken wretches on tlie island. They 
huddled together on a peninsula of white 
sand, washed hy the sea on three sides. 
They lived in a state of loathsome miser} 
which revolts the imagination. None 
cared for them, or sought in any way to 
alleviate their suffering. 
They spent 


their time in playing cards, and in drink- 
ing themselves into drunken forgetful- 
ness in a lievorago they brewed from the 
root of a plant called "ki." Thu Sand- 
wich Islands had lieen ostensibly Chris- 
tianized, but the 
leper colony had 


lapsed int<5 barbarism, and were wor- 
shiping their old pagan deity, Laka, and 
sacrificing to him. Their morality was 
at the last, lowest ebb which degradation 
could roach. 


Father Damien's future would have 


undoubtedly been one of the most bril- 
liant thu church could oiler, lie was 
gifted, eloquent and very popular. He 
gave up all his advantages and vowed 
himself to a life among the lepers, lie 
knew he could never see his friends or 
family rnoro. He was indeed dead to the 
world. He knew, too, the horrible doom 
that certainly awaited him. In course 
of time he too would die the1 loathsome 
death of the leper. 


He labored with tho lepers sixteen 


years. He first ameliorated their physi- 
cal condition, then ho taught them re- 
ligion. He made observations on the 
disease of leprosy which have a lasting 
scientific value. He changed the fright- 
ful, debauched colony to a cleanly, de- 
cent, Christian community, living in 
houses and cultivating the soil. In 1885 
the doom he had invoked descended on 
his brad. He was stricken with leprosy. 
But he lived till 18S9, working to the 
very last among those whom none but 
himself would help.

pouible shape, and was composed by good 
bands. It seeks to destroy and prevent, not 
the use of liquor, but the abused use—that 
is, Us use as a beverage. It reads, "that the 
manufacture, sale or keeping for sale intoxi- 
cating liquor as a beverage is hereby pro- 


, 


probable majority that would be given against 
it. 
Conservative people place au adverse 


majority in the State, outside of Philadel- 
phia, at 35,000. 
While the recent canvass 


of the liquor dealers in the city alone adds 
«5,000 to that number, making, if the latter 
calculation is approximately true, u total of 
about 100,000 against the adoption of the 
measure. The New York Tribune in sum- 
ming up the reasons for this anticipated re- 
sult says: 


"The canvass has been regarded with great 


interest upon both sides. 
The liquor men 


are understood to have raised large sums of 
money to be used against the amendment. 
On tbe other hand, its friends have been 
thoroughly in earnest. 
In many aspects the 


campaign duplicates that of Massachusetts. 
While the amendment is bitterly fought by 
the liquor interest, it will really owe its de- 
feat, as it did in the former State, to the op- 
position of a large proportion of the intelli- 
gent and law-abiding classes, includine many 
distinguished clergymen of various denomi- 
nations. The opposition in Massachusetts 
derived much of its strength from the con- 
viction of many thoughtful men that local 


hibited. 


The use of liquor as a beverage is the 


greatest assault upon the morals of our peo- 
ple ; the greatest sin and evil of the present 
day. Tlie outcome of this use of liquor is 
the saloon, the grog shop, tbe tavern bar. 
Th« fruit of these is the drunkard, the pau- 
per, the criminal, the blighted home, the 
heart-broken wife, the ragged and neglected 
children. These, and these only, are the 
results of the saloon. What good influences 
proceed from them, or what good thing can 
we say about them ? They are evil, only 
evil, and that continually. 
They are the in- 


ventions of the arch fiend of perdition 
through which he gives vent to and sets in 
motion influences and powers of iniquity, 
immorality and vice of the greatest magni- 
tude and without equal and unparalleled. 
If we could select the fifty-five thousand in- 
nocent-boys and exhibit them together before 
the public view, and say, here is your next 
generations of drunkards if this evil traffic 
continues, and the forty thousand girls that 
will be the wives of these drunkards, would 
not every man and woman be aroused with 
a deep sense of conviction and declare that 
this system of iniquity must cease, and this 
abomination must be destroyed. 


Oh, friends, let us seize this opportunity 


with joy and thanksgiving and forever banish 
this curse from our State. We hear the cry. 
you cannot make men temperate and moral 
by law. This perhaps, directly speaking, is 
true, but this one thing we can do, we can 
cease to make men drunk and immoral by 


law. 
For this is precisely what we are do-

I think it was Patrick Hen- 


ry who said he 
knew no better guide 


than the 
lamp 
of experience. 
If then 


we seek this guide and study the experience 
of prohibition States we find no grounds 
whatever for the assumptions of our oppo- 
nents. 
Compare prohibition Kansas and 


high license Nebraska, lying side by side, 
and what is the result ? Remember Nebraska 
grants only $1000 licenses, and yet her less 
than a million inhabitants consumed more 
than 100,000 barrels of beer in 1887, while 
Ihe 1,500,000 inhabitants of Kansas only 
consume 10,000 barrels. 
Does that look as 


if high license restricted the liquor traffic 
better than prohibition ? 
Measure their 


business prosperity by post-office receipts or 
railroad earnings and Kansas is ahead. Com- 
pare the educational advantages. Nebraska 
uses her license fees to support her schools, 
and yet has a less proportion of children of 
school age enrolled in her schools than Kan- 
sas. 
The rate of State taxation in Kansas is 


41 cents on the $100, in Nebraska 81 cents 
on the $100. 
Compare the physical well 


being of the people and we find only one- 
half of the voters of Nebraska fit for mili- 
tary service, in Kansas two-thirds of them. 
Kansas has more school houses, churches and 
newspapers, in proportion to the population, 
than any other State in the Union, and cap- 
ital is pouring in from every quarter. 


It was of the prohibition State of Iowa 


that Senator Wilson, on the floor of the 
United States Senate, made the proud boast 
that her percentage of illiteracy was only 
1.2 per cent, less than that of any other State 
in the Union, or any county in the world. 
Senator Wilson further said, that at a time 
when statistics showed an alarming increase 
of crime in our country as a whole, he was 
proud to come from a State where crime wi.d 
decreasing, and that decrease waa due to 


ing by our license laws. These laws permit 
a man to dispose of as much intoxicating 
liquor as he can, and that is equivalent to 
allowing him to create as many drunkards as 
he can. 
License means permission, author- 


ized liberty. When a. thing is licensed that 
does not tend to the public good, it becomes 
a curse and is contrary to civil law, for civil 
law means to prohibit that which is wrong 
and detrimental to the public good, and per- 
mit and allow that which tends to the wel- 
fare and good of all; hence, license,whether 
high or low, is unlawful in principle, and 
powerless as a remedy. 
If the amendment 


is defeated this evil will go on, perhaps in- 
definitely ; if adopted blessings and pros- 
perity will fall upon our commonwealth, un- 
expected and surprising to all. 
Let us all 


sec that we do our duty and eot in motion all 
the influences that we possibly can for its 
adoption on the 18th of June next.

by tlio few philanthropist* who argued for 
him fm a theory and novor camo In physical 
contact 


No human being ever came nearer being a 


devil than an Apacho Indian. The Pawnees, 
Black feet and Choyomios woro wicketi enough, 
but tlie Apacho had traits of his own—adevil- 
l»linos>( which other tribe* might imitate but 
could not equal Ho was born crafty and 
cruoL He never had tho slightest fooling of 
mercy or pity from the cradle to the grave. 
He wo* never to much amused as when as- 
tistlnK to torture gome living thing. Ho was 
never no &nti.sfled as when planning to take 
fife. 


A year previous to the tlmn Oen. Custcr 


wa* ordered west to begin a vigorous cam- 
paign ngauiit tlio Indians, tho Apaches were 
In their glory, and they boosted that they 
could defeat any force of soldiers sent against 
them. I was *couting and mail carrying in 
Tuxa« for tho government, and after many 
close sliarcs was finally captured by tho rod 
devils. It b of that Incident I am KOUIK to 
wrlto. 


A month before my capture I was out on a 


«cout on tho Itio I'ooos river, our party nnin- 
borinK eighteen men. 
Wo were well mount- 


ed and moving quickly from point to point 
One dnr at DOOU wo went into camp in n 
grovo of cotton woods, and beforo I hod un- 
aoddlul tho lieutenant 
in command 
in- 


formed mo thnt he had lost bis revolver 
from 
IU hoUtor during the 
last

our 
rldo, and 
asked 
mo to 
ride 


back In search, lutoud of riding ! re- 
turned ou foot, and had tho luck to find tho 
weapon only alwut a quarter of a rnilo away 
I then rut across an elbow to reach the grove, 
and whon within a stone's throw camo sud- 
denly upon an Indian pony in a dry gulch, 
and at the «amo instant discovered his owner 
crouched behind a bowlder with his back to 
mo and his face to the grove. 
1 had him 


under my rifle before he could turn his head. 


Index.I, my linger was on the trigger when 


I *aw tiiat he was a boy 
Ho had a riflo iu 


hi* hands, but I called out to him to lay it 
down or 1 would flro, and after a moment's 
horitatlim ke obeyed. Then, as I kept him 
eovered at a distance of only seven or eight 
feet, 1 called to the men In the grovo, and 
several of them cnmo hurrying down In re- 
•ponso. 


I had raptured a son of Black Cloud, chief 


of one of the Apache bauds, and tho boy wns 
named after his father. 
Ho was only 
1-1 


year* old, and his presence thoro exemplified 
the ruling traits of Apncho character. Three 
hours Ixifore ho had discovered our party 
while out hunting with a party of his own. 
They dared not make an open attack, but the 
young chief had »ont his people awny and 
then cut across the country to tho grove 
planning that wo would halt there. 
Mingle 


handed and alone ho was going to pick olf tho 
lieutenant, and then make his escape to boast 
of It 


We hail splendid horses and wero all old 


campaigners, and the boy would not Imvo 
bad one chance In ten to get away. Ho must 
have realised It, and yot he was willing to 
run the risks. He was greatly chagrined and 
cait down by his capture. 
Wo had Hmshed 


our scout and were on our wny back to Port 
McKavett, and we determined to carry him 
In prisoner. 
When he was Informed of this 


be earnestly begged mo to kill him, saying 
that he could never hold up his head among 
nil people again. Had he been wounded and 
rendered helpless It would not Imvo been so 
bod; hut to be taken as ha was would forever 
disgrace him. 
We bound him fust to his 


pony, secured the animal against u break for 
liberty, and set out for the fort. 


The boy was sullen and defiant for n time, 


refusing to answer any questions, but after 
• while, when I uad told him that ho would 
not be harmed, and that his capture under 
tb* circumstances redounded to his credit, he 
thawed out a little. Three hours after his 
capture w-e got sight of a single Indian n milo 
away to our right on a knoll, and as wo 
halted young Black Cloud informed mo that 
It was ono of hi* trine, who wantc-d to have a 
talk with us. Signals wore exchanged be- 
tween tho two, and tho stranger soon came 
galloping in. He was ono of the hunting 
party, ami had been dogging us for twenty 
miles to find out if tho boy had been cap 
tured. IIo was a fine looking fellow, and as 
be halted In our midst, and saw the ignoble 
situation of the boy his first thought was to 
flght fur him. I called 'his attention to tho 
fact that (iny move of his would result in tho 
death of lioth, and then explained how the 
youth wa< copturud. 


Knowing the coacoit of tho tribe, 1 spread 


It on very thick, allaging that It required our 
whole force to make the capture, and it was 
not accomplished then without a fiord fight 
This falsehood mode the boy my friend for 
life, while It put the other in bettor humor. 
1 listed th»t young Black Cloud would bo 
taken to the fort and held prisoner until ex- 
changed fur tome white captive, and gave my 
word that ne would be well treated mean- 
while. He lent a message to his father to 
the effect that he was not afraid, and hoped 
to be at litwrty In a few days, and two hours 
later w» had him safely lodged In the guard 
home at too fort 
Hit capture was looked 


tpoD u a good thing, for we know that his 
trib* would gladly exchange two or thrco 
whlt» prisoners for bun. 


Two week* after the capture of young Black 


Cloud 1 waa called Into tbo colonel's office one

ears of my horv, and tho next in a blaze o 
light m brilliant that it Winded rno. liy tli 
timo tin storm hud parsed 1 was a good flf 
teen miiw from tlio fort, und us I hud seer 
nothing to alarm mi: I begun to liojiu that 
would g.-t through nil right. 
It Ha*, betwei-r 


10nnd I I o'clock, ami I hud pulled my brim 
co dowu to a walk for the lir.,t time, when lie 
Hidden!;- uttered a snort of alarm und star 
ed off Milh wlli] juiii|»s. Three or four rill.-, 
crocked, nnd a» the re[x>rN reached mo tho 
horse fell in u heap and fluiif; mo fur over his 
liiiud. 
I wus momentarily stunned by tlie 


fall, and beforo 1 had made a move to get u| 
I was seized by at least throo Indions, who 
were not a tniimto in binding my bands and 
feot. 


When I got a clear head onco more it was 


to realize! that tlio Apaches hud mo a beeuro 
prisoner and that there were mx or seven 
warriors about rue. Tho moon cmne up in a 
clear sky o littlo later, and then 1 made out 
that 1 Imd run directly into a Uiini>orary 
cninp. The shots fired after mo had brought 
down rny horse, and lio lay groaning and 
floundering a few yards iiway. 


The In. linns know that I was a white man, 


but they didn't know who they had got hold 
of until morning came. During tho interval 
I lay on tho wot ground guarded liy two 
of the warriors, and almost immediately 
after my capture two men wero sent off in 
difforeiitrlirections with news of it. 
A party 


of twelve Apaches arrived just before day- 
light and ton more at sunrise, and among 
tlio lattei I recognized lilack Cloud, father 
of the boy. 
Ono of the men had recognized 


me as "Tho-whito-mun-who-hurrics," as tho 
government riders wore called, Bud as being 
in the party who captured Uio chief's son. 
No ono ever saw such a mod lot of redskins 
beforo or -iincc. They wanted to torture mo, 
nnd yet they realized that through mo tho 
boy could obtain his liberty. 


The chii f at first declared that bo had dis- 


owned his son, and that ho might rot in con- 
finement l*eforo ho would exchange a white 
prisoner tor him. 
When I called his atten- 


tion to the charm young Block Cloud had 
given me, tho old man pretended to believe 
that it wus a sign tlio boy was dead, am 
ho ordered my Immediate torture. 
1 wai 


Jerked to a sitting position, my boots cut off 
and tho devils woro about to use their knives 
on my feot when tho old man changed his 
mind and restrained them. 
Tho sight of mi 


beforo them wns the some as o |»il of fresh 
blood plaatl beforo ravenous wolves, and 1 
expected to bo knifed or tomahawked every 
moment for tho first half hour. 
When they 


hod cooled down n little lilack Cloud de- 
manded tho particulars of his boy's capture. 
I sow that ho felt degraded over the event, 
and was ready to disown tho youth, and I 
made out o strong defense for the litlle chap 
to save my own scalp. 


It was finally decided to spare my life for :i 


few days, und I was conducted to a camp in 
the foot hills between the two forts. Hero o 
council wa.i held, and 1 had a clowj shave of 
It 
While Hlack Cloud wanted his sou bock, 


some of hut advisers contended that he should 
wait until securing soino cheaper priwincr. 
They insisted on making mo out a very im- 
portant pcnonago, and it «as well known 
tliut 1 had killed or wounded several of tlio 
tribe in different scrimmages 
Another thing 


thill bothered them was how to innko the ex- 
chango anil not get beaten. Treacherous and 
deceitful tn tho lost degree themselves, tliey 
would not credit the whites with having onv 
honor. It wos argued, too, that tho°coiii- 
maniler of the fort would exchange tho boy 
for a private soldier or any sort of prisoner, 
and (hat I I ad done them too much danwo 
to tjo set at liberty 


Thero wire thrpc days In winch my faro 


was undecided, anil during tlie lust day u 
btulce was di iveu niul fagots collected for u 
lire lo torture me. 
I hail no voice iu tlio 


council, being hound and under guard, but 
it was at length derided lo uislie the ex- 
change, tlo cautums and fearful woro the 
Indians that it took a neck to effect what 
might have been dune iu o day 
I wrote o 


note to the commandant explaining the situ- 
ation. 
This was earned in by n squaw, who 


wua |ierniitti<d to s,ee and converse with young 
Black Cloud. 
Ho replied that ho would e.v 


change. 
Tlio Apaches then wanted tho buy 


turned loos," beforo they released mo, but 
this I would not hear to, knowing they would 
murder mo. It was finally arranged that lie 
was to bo es< cirtod n mile our.side the fort nnd 
turned loose on his horse. I was to be taken to 
within a mil i of tho fort and turned loose on 
foot. 
The p.-irties wero to occupy eminences 


half n mllo apart, and tho hour was to he !l 
o'clock in the inuriilir* 
This plan was car 


ricd out 
Twenty soldiers, camo out with the 


boy anil about tho sojno number of Apache< 
escorted mo. 


Tho treachory of tho cnp[ior faced devils 


was soon exemplified. 
They had posted five 


warriors in a dry run to shoot me down as I 
made for tlie fort. 
Tho hoy doubtless s,n« 


peeled some such move, for us soon as re 
leased ho came galloping straight for mo,and 
and after n "liow how" and a hand shake be 
insisted tliut I walk beside his pony until we 
reached the pate of the foru 
When I was 


tnfo ho waved his hand ami rode away to be 
received with yells and cheers, and it wa« 
then we saw ihe treacherous rascals creeping 
out of the cover »hero they hail lieon sta" 
tioned. A year later, after a light in which 
over forty of the bravest Apache wnrfiors 
hail gonotoeurth, I found young Black Cloud 
among thu d.wl, having IIOLMI nit four times. 
He had a Winchester and a revolver, from 
which every cartridge had been fired.—Now 
York Sun.

Tbo city of Pretoria, capital of tlio Trans- 


real, South Africa, is located in a mos,t beau- 
tiful spot. It strui'Is in a vnlli'j- between two 
ranges of mountains dollied iviil» rich, dark 
vorduro nil the year round. 


Vines loadcxl with ripening qravt^ monthly 


roses and rwmegraiiritek forming a Ijlazo of 
bloom amidbt tho flood of suiihliino shimmer- 
ing like gold™ water. Under these moun- 
tain ranges aro vast caverns, only a few of 
which have been entered, and these only part- 
ly explored. 


These caves aro tho original Haggard's 


caves, of tho Amahaaga, in wnich tho wonder- 
ful "Sao" dwelt ajid ruled. 
Ki<;ht underfill's 


mountain and through these- dark caverns 
runs n clear, sparkling river of water. 


Tho sourcoof tliisriver, wLieh furnishes the 


water supply for this city, has never been dis- 
covered. A curious fact is that Its watersaro 
highest during tho dry season. This points to 
,ho theory that it is fed by rain, and that 
;heso rains do not reach tho river till about 
'our to IIvo months after they fall. 


Tins river is inhabited by fish and a strange 


kind of crabs nnd lobsters, all of which have 
10 eyes. This species of aquatic nnirnalshav- 
iig been bred in and inhabited this dark Sty- 
gian stream for thousands of years, have 
lever had nny use for eyes, and so, after 
ii.-iny generations, that organ had entirely 
liiappcared from their structure.
